( 2 ) The notice shall, as far as practicable , mention 
the grounds on which the property is sought to be 
declared as evacuee property and shall specify the 
provision of the Act under which the person claim 
ing any title to or interest in , such property is alleged 
to be an evacuee . 

( 3 ) The notice shall be served personally ; but if 
that is not practicable , the service may be effected 
in any manner provided in Rule 24 . 

( 4 ) Where a notice has been duly served, and the 
party called upon to show cause why the property 
should not be declared as evacuee property , fails to 
appear on the date fixed for hearing , the Custodian 
may proceed to hear the matter ex - parte and pass 
such order on the material before him as he deems 
fit . 

( 5 ) Where such party appears and contests the 
notice , he shall forthwith file a written statement 
verified in the same manner as a pleading under the 
Code of Civil Procedure , 1908 ° stating the reasons 
why he should not be deemed to be an evacuee and 
why the property or his interest therein should not 
be declared as an evacuee property . Any person or 
persons claiming to be interested in the enquiry or 
in the property being declared as evacuee property 
may file a reply to such written statement .
